Mr Matsuoka, asserting thut Ad-

- of international trust und confidence, 
‘We must ‘recover confidence among 
natlons; that {s what’ the world 50 
badly saceds at this moment. The 
appointment of Admiral Nomura is 
an cloquent Indication of what my 
Government haz In mind in regard to 
Japan's relations with America. 


“L owe It to candour to admit that|: 


the relutiong between our two coun- 
tries are, severely strained at this 
moment. The fundamental cause of 
such  deterioraflon is = American 
apprehension concerning Japan's alms 
and aspirations,” 

Mr Matsuokn then, as in the recent 
Interview grunted to forelyn corres. 
pondents, ;- asserted that Anpan wns 
not waging on imperialist war in 
Chinn but wan striving for the 
estublishment of an era of enduring 
peace and unlimited prosperity in 
Greater Enst Asia’ and.would not he 
deflected from her setled course 
whatever the pressure, 

Asserting that Japan's jdeat was

Mr Matsuoka closed his uddress 
with an appeal to “the common sense 
of our two peoples to maintain calm 
Judgment ond: quict self-restraint jn 
the face of ah appalling, unprece- 
dented world situation.” 

When Mr Matsuoka had finished 

Mr Grew rose. and thanked bim for 
un enlightening address and declared 
that there were some polnts on which 
they were all in accord—the desire 
for peace, calm judgment and 
Admiral Nomura’s mission to {m- 
prove relations. 
“Other points are open to con- 
troversy,” the American Ambassador 
said, “but I won't deal with those in 
burticular. However I think I must 
relieve the Foreign Minister of the 
misapprehension that the interests of 
the Americtiin people in China are 
largely sentimental. 

“Ihave also taken note ‘of the 
Minister's statement that Japan: has 
shut the door nowhere and ta none 
and that she will not countenance 
conquest or oppression. Mr Matsuoka 
has lived long cnough In America to 
know that the American pcople are

An'Impasstoned appeal for patlence 
towards Manet “which [s not waging 
an imperialistic war of greed ogalnst 
China" was made by the Foreign 
Minister, Mr Yosuke Matsuoka, 
speaking ut a farewell luncheon given 
by the Japan-American Soclety in 
honour of Admiral K. Nomura, the

Mr Matsuoka declared, “We -stand 
for peace ond order, We shut the 
door nowhere and to none. Mind 
you, there shall be no conquest, no 
oppression, no exploltation under the 
New. Order which we conccive.” 

Contrary to impressions current 
In Amertea’ and clagwhere, the 
Foreign Minister stated that,-Japan 
was endeavouring to initiate ‘an era 
of enduring pence ond unlimited 
prosperity based on justice, cquity 
ond mutuality In Greater Enst Asin. 

“We only destre on the one hand 
to he left alone so we may carry 
out our constrictive work unhirider- 
ed, und-on the other hand to sco 
the trouble in Chinn and the war In 
Europe brought speedily to un end 
without adding more participants, 
particularly such a powerful one ns 
America," he declared. . 

He oppealed to the © “common 
sense” of the Japanese and American 
Peoples “to maintain calm judgment 
and quict self-restraint in the face of 
aun appalling, unprecedented world 
situation” and added that American 
participation in the European war, or 
rn clash fn ‘the Paclfic, would preci-

side of bomb-pitted roads.

Most Chinese who could afford to do so have. already left the 
danger area for less menaced districts in London, and many, if
